Additional late registra- 
tions this week had boosted 
jaysee enrollment to 703 to- 
day which far exceeded 
earlier predictions that total 
registrations here would fall 
away below that of last 
year. 

The latest report from the regis- 
trar’s office shows a decrease of 
only 17 per cent under the com- 
bined day and night total of 874 
students at this time last year. 

Today’s registration of 730 in- 


cludes 27 post graduates and 53 
students who are attending both 


day and evening classes. Total 
night enrollment alone was report- 
ed to be 445 at the close of classes 
last night. 

Day classes show a total regis- 
tration of 301 divided as follows: 
freshmen, 204; sophomores, 70; 
post graduates, 27. There are 207 
women and 94 men in the day 
school.

All expenses of 
tuition, board and room, books 
and uniforms will be paid by 
Uncle Sam. 
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Large Decrease In ASB Expenditures 
For Year Shown In Budget Report 


Sharp reductions totalling $5200 will be made in 
Associated Student expenditures this year, it was dis- 
closed today when the tentative budget for 1943-44 was 
made public. Total appropriations distributed among the 
various campus activities sponsored by the Associated 
Students will amount to only $2180 this year compared 
to the $7380 budget of last fall. 


Final budget approval awaits 


the action of the student execu- 
tive board which is scheduled to 
meet again next week to discuss 
plans for the year, President Bob 
Jones said yesterday. 

Most severe cut for the 1943- 
44 will be suffered by Del Ano, 
pictorial college yearbook publish- 
ed each June. The $350 appropri- 
ation proposed for the publica- 
tion will be augmented, however, 
by a balance of approximately 
$300 left in the yearbook fund 
last year and by another $100 se- 
cured annually through the sale of 
page space to the various clubs. 

Absence of football this year is 
responsible for the major portion 
of this year’s budget reduction as 
more than $2500 was spent by the 
Associated Students last year for 
team activities and medical fees. 
This will be unnecessary this year 
since the Dong will not field a 
team. d 

Despite the drastic cuts it will 
be necessary to spend a large part 
of the $2000 reserve fund to meet 
expenses, Jones said, as only $700 
was realized this fall from the 
sale of Associated Student tickets 
and the college could not operate 
activities on that small amount.

In a study of Santa Ana’s 


post-war needs, members 
of the city’s Chamber of Commerce have mailed blanks 
to citizens, asking them for three suggestions for the com- 
munity following the war. 


When the earthquake of 1933 destroyed the beauti- 
ful junior college buildings on the high school campus, 
classrooms and administrative offices were moved tem- 
porarily to the present two-story brick main building, 
once condemned, and its accompanying make-shift bunga- 
lows. And here it has stayed, proclaiming the nearsighted- 
ness of many proud Santa Anans whose pride must suffer 
constantly when eyes turn to the jaysee campus. 

Members of the Board of Education have set aside 
$40,000 in the school’s budget for the purchase of a cam- 
pus site, and two years ago application was made to the 
government for post-war aid in building a new junior 
college. Here could be built an observatory for the jay- 
see’s telescope, which is out-classed among California 
colleges and universities by Pomona and the University 
of California at Berkeley alone. Here could be built a 
machine shop, print shop, laboratories and other features 
for vocational training to teach students the skills which 
they wish and need. Here could be built well-lighted, well- 
ventilated modern class and lecture rooms, well-planned 
administrative offices. Here could be built a gymnasium 
and athletic field—close to other buildings, not from one- 
half to a mile away. 

Santa Ana Junior college, long famous for its capable 
faculty and promising student association, can mark the 
infamy of poor equipment, inadequate housing from its 
records when post-war construction begins—IF every stu- 
dent campaigns today, tomorrow, next week, next month 
for a new campus to replace the present block which 
forms the nucleus of our activities.

For Veterans Is 
Outlined At Thinois 


URBANA - CHAMPAIGN, IIl. 
(ACP)—The University of Illinois 
has plans formulated to meet 
squarely and immediately the in- 
dividual educational needs of re- 
turning veterans. 

If present plans are carried out 
—the program awaits trustees’ ap- 
proval before becoming operative 
—traditional entrance and curric- 
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ular requirements of the Univer- 
sity will be modified to meet the 
individual background and needs 
of the returning veterans. 

The term “veterans”’ is used to 
include demobilized men _ and 
women from both the armed ser- 
vices and the war industries.
